Move To Convert 
Candlestick Point 
To Industrial Use 


The Candlestick Point area may 
become one of San Francisco’s 
foremost industrial sites if plans of 
the State Board of Harbor Commis- 
sioners are developed with the co- 
operation of the city and county of 
San Francisco, it was disclosed this 
week, 

J. Ward Mailliard Jr., president 
of the Harbor Commission, told 
members of the city’s public util- 
ities committee that the Commis- 
sion is ready to put State funds in- 
to construction of a seawall in the 
Candlestick Point vicinity. 

Start of such a project hinges on 
acquisition by the City of some 
300 acres of privately owned land 
and tidelands in the above named 
area. This, according to Mr. Mail- 
liard, would result in the. develop- 
ment of the 300 acres for industrial 
sites, with resultant maritime op- 
portunities. 


“he Beacon’s Light Goes Out 


Navy Would Keep 
Five Bay Yards 


Congress will be asked by the 
Navy to keep five major shipyard 
facilities of the San Francisco bay 
area—including Hunter’s Point—in 
operation during the postwar years, 
according to reports from Wash- 
ington. 

Hunter’s Point, with 17,000 em- 
ployees, and Mare island Navy 
Yard, with 40,000 head the list of 
the facilities wanted retained by 
the Navy. Others are Bethlehem 
Steel Company’s shipyard in San 
Francisco, General Engineering 
and Drydock Company, Alameda, 
and United Engineering Company, 
Ltd., Alameda. Bethlehem now 
has 7500 employees, General has 
2644, and United 1900. These are 
privately owned, while Hunter’s 
Point and Mare Island are wholly. 
owned by the Navy. 

The privately owned yards have 
large quantities of Navy owned 
facilities, and it is the Navy’s plan 
to persuade the private companies 
to keep the plants in full operation 
so that they can be converted to 
Navy use on a moment’s notice. 


Also to be requested are a 1000- 
bed hospital in this area for the 
use of Mare Island Navy Yard in 
part as a reserve fleet berthing 
site, and for retention of several 
laboratories—including the indus- 
trial lab, the paint lab, rubber, 
radio and sonar laboratories. 

It is well known that the Navy 
intends to continue expansion of 
the Hunter’s Point Naval Dry- 
docks area, and the installation of 
many new facilities, some of which 
are-now underway.

Legislative Group 
Wants Child Care 
Centers Continued 


Working mothers at Hunter’s 
Point are watching with keen inter- 
est the efforts to get federal ap- 
proval of a plan for continuing the 
child care centers in San Francisco. 

Approximately 50 working moth- 
ers at Hunter’s Point would be af- 
fected by the proposed discontin- 
uance of the child care centers. The 
average attendance at the Ridge 
Point child care center is 35, while 
approximately 15 children are cared 
for at the Candlestick Cove center. 

The whole matter has been taken 
up by an Assembly interim commit- 
tee, which has adopted two resolu- 
tions seeking to solve this problem. 

The committee on public educa- 
tion, headed by Assemblyman Gard- 
iner Johnson of Berkeley, voted to 
urge Congress and President Tru- 
man to permit continued outlay of 
funds for support of the centers 
under the Lanham Act. The Federal 
Works Agency has decided to with- 
draw its support of the centers 
October 31, although money for the 
purpose is available until next July. 

In a second resolution, the com-. 
mittee asked Governor Harl Warren 
to include extension of child care 
center operations in his proposals 
to the forthcoming special session 
of the State Legislature. By law, 
a special legislative session may 
deal only with matters laid before 
it by the governor. 

Adoption of the resolutions fol- 
lowed testimony by Federal, state 
and local officials who ‘argued for 
continuation of the child care pro- 
gram at least during the recon- 
version period. 

According to School Superinten- 
dent Curtis E. Warren, only 100 
youngsters had been withdrawn 
from child care centers since V-J 
Day. A recent survey to determine 
how many of the 1200 children in 
the city’s 35 centers would still

“The War Is Over!”

require such care, resulted in 
replies from 900 parents. Of these, 
98.4 percent of the mothers said 
they would have to discontinue 
working, and most said they could 
find no other means to care for 
their children during working 
hours. 

Prior to the hearing before the 
legislative committee Mayor Roger 
D. Lapham and members of the 
Board of Supervisors had likewise 
urged Federal authorities to extend 
the day care program for children 
of working mothers.

Victory Bond Drive Starts 


A special Bond in memory of the 


late President Franklin Delano 


Roosevelt will be offered for sale 
by the Government to open the 
first erganized Victory Bond Drive 
on October 29, it has been announc- 


ed by Secretary of the Treasury 
Fred M. Vinson. 


The Roosevelt Bond will be in the 
$200 denomination, issued at a cost 
of $150, constituting a new denom- 
ination of the Series E Bonds. It 
will have the same terms and attrib- 
utes as the others. 


All the Victory Bonds to be sold 


during the coming drive will offer 
the same investment opportunity as 
the War Bonds—that is, they will 
earn the same amount of interest 
and will run for the ten year term. 


Goal of the Drive is 11 billion 
dollars, and emphasis will be on 
sales to individuals, who are expect- 
ed to purchase four billion dollars 
worth. Another seven billion is to 
be be sold to other non-bank in- 
vestors. The familiar Series E Bonds 
are to bring in two billion dollars 
if sales reach the volume expected, 
between October 29 and December

Hardy, adventeruous pioneers 
made America the great land it is 
today, and to the pioneers must go 
much of the credit for setting out 
on any venture which burgeons to 
success. : 


And so today the Beacon turns 
its light on Middle Point War 
Dwellings and its residents—pion-* 
eers in San Francisco war housing 
projects—as the Project of the 
Month. 

On a site covering just a bit more 
than 27 acres at Hunter’s Point, 
preliminary work for a housing 
project to contain 496 family dwell- 
ing units as begun late in December, 
1942. Actual construction of the 
many buildings was started the 
following month—January, 1943. 

Truly the work of pioneers in 
urgently needed mass public hous- 
ing, the Housing Authority of the 
City and County of San Francisco 
that day was embarking on a build- 
ing program — as agents for the 
Federal Government — which was 
finally to include 11 housing pro- 
jects. The need for such housing 
was known to be great, but there 
was probably no one at that time 
who would have predicted the ex- 
tensive building program which 
developed so rapidly, just keeping 
pace with the immediate demand. 


But the families — men, women 
and children from the four corners 
of the nation—who began moving 
into the new apartments at Middle 
Point in April, 1943 were not much 
concerned with future building 
projects; their main interest. was to 
report to that job at Hunter’s 
Point Drydocks where so much 
vital work was underway in sup- 
port of our vast fleet of fighting 
ships in the Pacific. I 

It is doubtful if any of these 
people would have thought of them- 
selves as pioneers. There were here 
to do a job, and if the homes they 
were to live in were not like the 
homes they had left to come here, 
they would not regard the matter 
as anything of importance. 

In this, as in some of the incon- 
veniences to be met in any war- 
crowded city—such as transporta- 
tion, limited shopping facilities, dis- 
tance to schools, and the like—the’ 
new residents of Middle Point 
proved to have the real pioneer 
spirit. Few complaints were voiced. 
They took it all in their stride and 
carried on, enjoying all the more 
the installation of new facilities 
and conveniences as they were 
added to the project or the neigh- 
borhood through the Housing Auth- 
ority or some private enterprise. 

The project continued to expand 
for some months after the first 
tenants moved in, and by the time 
of completion a total of $1,281,355 
had gone into its buildings, grounds 
and equipment — and there were 
living quarters for 720. families, 
with eight family units to a build- 
ing. As in the projects which have 
been developed since that time, the 
apartments were varied in size, 


some with one, bedroom, others with 


two and three.

Set Blood Donations Record; 
Red Cross Center Closes 


San Francisco’s Red Cross Blood 
Donor Center at 2415 Jones street 
hauled down its flag for the last 


time on September 15 to mark the 
-}end of perhaps the most dramatic- 


ally successful. of civilian efforts 
toward winning the war. 


The Center, since its opening on 
December 9, 1941, had collected a 
total of 800,000 pints of blood, or an 
average of 16,000 pints a month. 
The record for one month was made 
last ‘March during the Iwo Jima 
campaign when more than 30,000 
pints of whole blood and plasma 
were collected in this area. 

The record of 800,000 pints for 
the San Francisco bay district 
represents one-sixteenth of the 
total collections throughout the 
nation. 


Residents of the Hunter’s Point 
area may well feel proud of their 
part in helping San Francisco to 
attain this high record, for several 
thousands of donations were made 
by. Pointers. 


With the official close of the 
Center, thanks on behalf of those 
men whose lives were saved by 
blood donations made here at home 
were expressed by top military com- 
manders, including Major General 
H. @. Pratt, head of the Army’s 
Western Defense Command; Major 
General Julian C. Smith, Marine 
commander of the Department of 
the Pacific who led the Tarawa 
assault; Major General Homer M. 
Groninger, U.S.A., commander of 
the San Francisco Port of Embar- 
kation; and Rear Admiral Carleton 
H. Wright, commandant of. the 
Twelfth Naval District, and Brig. 
General C. C. Hillman, who has seen 
the years-long procession of wound- 
ed at Letterman Hospital, which he 
commands. " 


At ‘the same time, Charles R. 
Blyth, chairman of the San Fran- 
cisco Chapter, American Red ‘Cross, 
expressed his appreciation both to 
ithe people of this city and to the 
Red Cross volunteers who -gave 
| their time and efforts to the project. 


“T have never observed a volun- 
teer project in which men and 
women carried on with more fer- 
vent devotion,” Mr. Blyth said. 

“Our deepest gratitude, however, 
belongs to those countless men and 
women who quietly poured through 
the Center day after day with no 
thought other than an_ unselfish 
determination to save the life of 
some American boy.” 

Cooperating with the San Fran- 
cisco Center in attaining this 
great record of blood contributions 
for the bay are was the Oakland 
Blood Donor Center which operated 
as a unit. of the local center unti 
the final months of the war, an 
these cities which were served by 
the Mobile Blood Donor Units:

Will Seek Nearly 4: Million 
In Final Victory Campaign 
Of San Francisco War Chest 


' San Francisco’s final Victory 
campaign of the War Chest gets 
under way October Ist. 

The goal has been set at $3,950,- 
000 and over 5,000 volunteers will 
take part in raising the needed 
sum, 

Approximately one-third of the 
money will be used to finance the 
work of USO, United Seamen’s 
Service, and sixteen international 
war relief agencies. The other two- 
thirds will remain in San Francisco 
for the support of 70 Community 
‘Chest hospitals, clinics, infant shel- 
ters, and homes for the sick and 
disabled.

The campaign gets under way 
tomorrow, with a gigantic parade 
up Market Street at two o’clock.
